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The imminence of the provincial election, and the i 
strong bid'for power on the part of the Aberhart Social 
Credit pqrty, combine to make the campaign one of a 
very serious nature.

The concern with which outside industries are watching 
developments, is evident to newspapers, large and small, 
in the attitude of advertisers of national products for 
sale in all retail stores. These companies, it is said, are 
preparing to withdraw advertising of their, products, if! 
Social Credit isolates the province. This in itself would 
be limited in its effect, except that it implies also the with 
drawal of branch industries within the province, and a re¬ 
sulting unemployment. 

The sale of large coal holdings not far from High Riv- 
is hanging in the balance, waiting the outcome of the 
election.

They differ in- approach 
and methods, but all seem to be moved with a desire to 
greater economy in administration, and then to the ad¬ 
vancement of various departments along somewhat simi¬ 
lar-lines. 

Out of the melee of words and idffas, which have been 
poured out, the average person deplores more than any¬ 
thing, that Liberals, Conservatives and U.F.A. could not 
have ’submerged minor disagreements and got together 
on principle, to the end that -there might have been only 
one clear^t issue—for Social Credit or against Social 
Credit.

cannot be patched up to cope with the 
situation, for the credit ,of fhe nation 
is in the hands of the financiers. 

Why work our way into foreign 
markets trying to sell produce, while 
people in our own country need them, 
Mrs. Gostick asked her listeners. She. 
gave explanation of the basic divi¬ 
dends, the just price of goods and the 
flow of credit, as heard from all Soc¬ 
ial Credit speakers. With the basic 
dividend man will have an income in¬ 
stead of being a burden on .the tax¬ 
payers, giving England as an illus¬ 
tration, with two million unemployed 
on the dole, paid by the taxpayers of 
the country. She continued saying 
that under the system of today you 
take all you can get for nothing, but 
you would not have to under Social 
Credit for oTtr cultural heritage is 
not something for nothing, claiming 
that the dividend would be our share 
of cultural heritage. 

Mrs. Gostick referred to the fight 
against - Major Douglas in Great Bri¬ 
tain, asking the Social Credit sup¬ 
porters to present a united front 
against all opposition. Mentioning 
the address by Gerry McGeer, she 
gave him credit for being a wonder¬ 
ful orator. She did not agree with his 
suggestion that Alberta should fall 
in line with the other eight provinces 
in Liberalism, but that Alberta 
should be different than the other 
provinces and put in a Social Credit 
government. The Liberals think they 
will be placed in power this election, 
because it is their turn to get in, she 
said, making the statement that the 
old line parties were worn out. ' 

In explaining the difference be¬ 
tween tax and levy, she said “A tax 
is something taken out of purchasing 
power and sent to the ‘fifty big shots,’ 
while a levy is included in the price 
of goods and is given back to the peo¬ 
ple.”

Mayor McGeer staled that he was 
astounded with Aberhart making 
such statements as “It is not diffi¬ 
cult to understand the principles of 
Social Credit.”

The speaker said he has al¬ 
ways stood for monetary reform, and 
can prove it. “The U.F.A. has advo¬ 
cated monetary reform more consist¬ 
ently than any other group in Can¬ 
ada. Any statements to the contrary 
are absolutel false.” 

“Aberhart says purchasing power 
of the people must be increased by 
the payment of a basic dividend. 
People are led to believe that this in¬ 
creased purchasing power is just 
created,” said the speaker. Producers 
will have to- pay the basic dividend— 
and the. farmers* of Alberta are the 
main producers in Alberta, he claim¬ 
ed. How can we levy on profits made 
outside of tlje province, he question¬ 
ed. “Purchasing power has to be pro¬ 
cured from the people and can not 
increase itself. There is no-difference 
between levy and tax, as to which 
will produce dividends—the produc¬ 
ers have to pay it.” He contended 
that the unearned increment boils 
down to being nothing but a consum¬ 
er’s tax. 

Mr. McPherson pointed out his con¬ 
tentions.of the many fallacies of Soc¬ 
ial Credit in an able manner. He gave 
the audience some inside light where 
Major Douglas' and Wim. Aberhart 
differed. Douglas did not support 
Aberhart at all, he claimed, citing 
incidents to back up his statement.

ning of his system. Before instal¬ 


lation any new theory must be set up 
and demonstrated satisfactorily be¬ 
fore being accepted. Mr. McGeer 
went on to state that the banking in¬ 
terests and those who operate the fin¬ 
ancial institutions took steps years 
ago to protect themselves in any such 
event as the present and have made 
it impossible for a municipality or 
province to cope with them. He has 
come to the conclusion that the only 
hope of overthrowing this power was 
to create a National belief. Co-opera¬ 
tion with the rest of the provinces of 
the Dominion in a Liberal govern¬ 
ment would be a great step in this 
direction. Mr. McGeer stated that if 
he were asked as a lawyer, how the 
bankers could continue in their pres¬ 
ent position, he would suggest Aber- 
hart’s Social Credit system as the 
ideal method. 

Some of the defects of the Social 
Credit system as outlined by McGeer 
were that it is unconstitutional by 
law for under the B.N.A. act, cur¬ 
rency, cbinage, interest, banking, etc. 
was under the control of the Domin¬ 
ion parliament. Aberhart, to put his 
scheme into effect in Alberta, must 
have it passed by the Lieut.
